HE ‘tmusrees of Sr, Joun’s CammgnnaL 
find themselves compelled.to appeal) 7 
to the liberality of Residents hore for assist- 
anco in providing the Cathedral with a New 
Onaan, the Instrument at present, in ‘ube 
being so far deteriorated by climatic causes 
ag not to be worth thé very extensive repuirs 
which alone could make it serviceable. Its 
rtate- muat hava been avidént to those who 
havo attended Divine Service for some time 
back, and it is doubtful whether it can be 
used mach longer, 

The Organ was built in 160 and paid for 
by public subscription, An Organ ought, 
doubtless, to last ynch longer than 23 
years in a good climate, but, besides the 
fact that the mistake svoims to have been’ 
mado in the first instanco of selecting o 
cheap instrament, in 1860 makers knew 
even Jess than they do now ahout guarding 
against the offvet of tropical heat and damp. 
Moreover, by the unfortunate choking up of 
a coof yatter during a typhoon sum years 
ago, the interior of the Orgun (eren then 
, beginning to, break ‘up) ‘was de! luged with 
water, * 

It is proposed to give the onder to 
Messrs, Warker & Sons, who have just 
atocessfully erected a fino Organ-at Shang- 
hai, dnd whose representative has himself 
seen the damage (incredible to the work- 
man ‘who has never begn ont of England) 
which years of this. climate are capable of 
effecting. ’ 

The ‘cost of an * Organ suited to the 
Cathedral, laid down in Hongkong, and 
including ‘the expenses of a skilled work- 
man to como out und put it up, is estimated 
at £2,000, say $12,000. This sum will not 
bo regurded og extravagant if it is borno 
in mind that pipes’ which in England are 
made of dealy glued together, have, for the 
East, to be inade of mahogany, secured 
with brass serews, everything else being 
similarly modified. An Ongan so prepared 
should last, with ‘proper care and occasional’ 
renewals of perishable parts, fifly or sixty 
years even in this climate. 

Jt is evident that avch ao such a sum as 
$12,000 cannot be provided out of the etir- 
rent revenue of the. Cathedral, which. only. 
moots, and oven that with diftioulty, the 
current ‘expenditure, The. Trustees feel 
assured, however, that the Community wilt 
not feel disposed ‘to aco the only consider- 
able Organ ‘in the Oolony ‘disappear from 
our midet, and they make.this Appeal not 
doubting to mect with the same success as 
their predacessura & quarter: of a century

times until now, all dissonsions. in that 
Stato which the’ ‘Government . of the 
Tributary: may not’ bo. able to quoll itself, 
have beon tranquillised by tho Greater Em- 

ire, 
Patios many times. Now, .sinca year, 
{by year Annam has ‘paid in’ her tri- 
bute without fail, we should not at last 
neglect hor.
